On one side were array ed all 
ca me out the notoriously corrupt power and in- 
| fluence of Tammany : while the oposi- 
tion was div ided under three distinct 
i lea derships—the 
Republicans 
under 
General Tracy , the Indeperdenta mar­ 
shalled by Hon. Seth Low, and the fac­ 
tion led» by Henry Georg e,J r. All these, 
were emphatic ex pressions of opposi­ 
tion to Tammany rule and equally em­ 
phatic demands for pure politics and 
rig hteous g ov ernment. 
But New York 
and Brookly n were known to be la rg e­ 
ly 
democratic, 
and 
the democracy 
of both cities were under the thumb of 
G'roker, the Tammany leader. 
Good 
g eneralship, therefore, should 
hav e 
sug g ested the massing , ra ther than 
the 
div iding 
of the 
forces of the 
opposition. 
On the battlefield an en­ 
emy may sometimes be surrounded and 
routed by an attack from different 
points; but where the weapons are not 
bullets but ballots, the result is far dif­ 
ferent. 
Greater New' York will ha v e j 
to lie prostrate under the tig er’s claws ; 
until Father Knickerbocker awa kes to 
a realization of that fact. 
Perha ps the election of nex t import, 
ance was that in Ohio, which returns 
Hanna to the United States Senate, re- j 
elects a republican g ov ernor and low-j 
er bouse with the upper house a tie. 
Republican v ictories are also scored 
in Iowa, Massachusetts, Ponnsy lv anir, 
Rhode Island, Kansas and Nebraska, j

Both are of contracted extent when | 
compared w ith great oceans, and in j 
ooiisequence of these common features 
both present in an intensified form the 
advantages and the lim itations, |w>liti- 
cal and m ilitary, which condition the 
influence of sea }k)w«t .

It is even more forcibly true of 
the Caribbean, partly because the con­ 
tour of its shores docs not, as in tho 
M editerranean iieninsulas, thrust the 
power of the land so tar and 
so sustain 
edly iuto the s« *u; partly liecnusc, from 
historical antecedents already alluded 
to, in the character of the first colo­ 
nists 
and from the shortness of the 
tim e the ground has been in civilized 
occupation, there docs not exist m the 
Caribbean or in the gulf of Mexico— 
apart from the United States—any land 
power at all comparable t<> those great 
continental states of 
Lurop.* 
whose 
strength lies in their arm ies far more 
than in their navies. 
So far as national inclinations, as dis­ 
tinct from t he caut ious act ions of states­ 
man, can be discerned, in the M editer­ 
ranean at present tlie sea powers, G reat 
Britain, France and Italy, are op}M» sed 
to the land powers, Germany, A ustria 
and Russia, and the latter dom inate ac­ 
tion. it cannot, be so in any near future 
in f lie < aribbeau. The Caribbean is pre­ 
em inently tho domain of sea power.—
